Report of the School Board. 


The School Board would submit the following report for the year 
ending March 1st, 1893: 

East ScHoot.—The spring term was taught by Miss Emily D. 
Delano, of North Duxbury, Mass., a graduate of the Bridgewater, 
Mass., Normal School. The board were well pleased with the ap- 
pearance of her school at such times as they visited it, and regret 
very much that the sudden and unexpected closing of the school 
prevented us from judging of the progress made during the term. 
The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Elva A. Lobdell, of 
Silver Lake, Mass. Her methods of teaching were characterized by 
great thoroughness. She was a good disciplinarian. ‘The appear- 
ance of the school at its close was satisfactory to the board, and re- 
flected credit upon both teacher and scholars. 


West ScHoot.—This school has been taught during the year, and 
for several years past, by Miss Edith S. Brown, of this town. She 
has maintained her previous reputation as a teacher. Her manage- 
ment of the school has been satisfactory to the board. 


NortH ScHooL.—This school was taught during the spring and 
fall terms by Miss Bessie M. Edmands, of Westboro, Mass. At the 
close of the spring term all who were present at the examination 
were pleased with the appearance of the school, and were gratified 
when Miss Edmands agreed to teach the remainder of the year. 
Her subsequent labors were not as satisfactory. After teaching 
four days of the winter term, she left without any previous notice, 
ridiculing the idea that the agreement made had any binding effect, 
unless she chose to carry it out. This construction of an agree- 
ment is below the standard of moral principle demanded in this 
latitude, and cannot be accepted, although accompanied by the 
highest professions. The remainder of the term was taught by 
Miss Lelia Fiske, of Hampton, who was an acceptable teacher and 
succeeded in securing the good will of her scholars to a wonderful 
degree. 


SouTtH ScHooL.—This school has been taught during the year by 
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Miss Edna M. Hardy, of this town. During the past three years of 
her teaching in this school which have come under the observation 
of the writer, great progress has been made in everything which 
goes to make up a good school. It will be fortunate if her labors 
can be secured in the future. During the year the front of the 
South School lot has been graded and levelled and the large stones 
removed, which is a great improvement, both in looks and reality. 
The outbuilding at the North School has been levelled and brought 
back to its original position. The old unsightly fence enclosing the 
lot has been removed and a new .fence substituted, which gives the 
premises a much more attractive appearance. 

On three of the school houses flag staffs have been placed and 
flags obtained, which are displayed upon suitable occasions. ‘This 
work has been done by private subscription.

3. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary town 
officers and agents for the year ensuing. 


4. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools ; for paying the town debts and defraying the 
interest thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said 
town ; for laying out and repairing highways and _ sidewalks, and 
building and repairing bridges ; for the maintenance of the poor;
